It must be but rarely that an election to the 
Presidential Chair of the Royal College of 
Veterinary Surgeons has given so much plea- 
sure to the rank and file of the veterinary 
profession as has been the case with the recent 
installation to that high office of Mr. J. W. 
McIntosh, in succession to the popular Mr. 
G. H. Locke. For the second year in succession 
the reins of the profession are to be in the 
hands of a general practitioner, and we un- 
hesitatingly assert that it would have been 
impossible to make a more fitting choice. 
Reared and educated in Scotland, he came to 
professional maturity in London, combining the 
best qualities of the Scot and the Englishman, 
and what better could we hope for? 

Mr. McIntosh came of yeoman stock with an 
hereditary trend towards the welfare of: 
animals. He proceeded to the Royal (Dick) 
Veterinary College, Edinburgh, and after a dis- 
tinguished record he was admitted a Member 
of the Royal College of Veterinary Surgeons in 
the year 1893 and after long service of well 
over 40 years he has attained the Presidency 
of his profession. 

After obtaining his Diploma, Mr, McIntosh 
first gained practical experience as an assistant 
at Keighley, Yorkshire, and returned to his 
native country to build up an extensive practice 
at Dalkeith, Midlothian. At the same time he 
held various appointments under the Diseases 
of Animals Acts, the Public Health (Scotland) 
Act and as Veterinary Adviser to the Edinburgh 
and East of Scotland Agricultural College. His 
professional ability and soundness of judgment 
were recognised when he was appointed a 
Governor of his Alma Mater—the Royal (Dick) 
Veterinary College. He received a_ further 
recognition of those services at a.later date, 
when in 1911 he was awarded the distinction 
of F.R.S.E. He was for two years President of 
the Scottish Metropolitan Veterinary Medical 
Association. But busy as he was with profes- 
sional duties, he made time to attend to national 
and social activities—he was for many years 
an active member of the Lothian and Berwick- 
shire Yeomanry, and also a member of the 
Town Council of Dalkeith. 

It was natural that a man of such outstand- 
ing personality should aspire to a wider sphere 
of activity, and in 1908 he accepted an appoint- 


ment with the “Proprietors of Hays Wharf, Ltd.,” 
London, to advise and take veterinary charge of 
their huge stud of draught horses, which at 
one time approximated 3,000 in number. 
Scotland’s loss was London’s gain! In his new 
sphere Mr. MeIntosh became recognised as one 
of the best judges of a draught horse; and as . 
his predilection for that excellent horse, the 
Clydesdale, was given full scope, he was able 
to build up what was generally recognised as 
the finest stud of working Clydesdales the world 
has ever known—or ever will know, since the 
development of motor traction makes it impos- 
sible that it can ever be equalled again. 

His advent to the south was soon realised by 
his new professional colleagues, for he lost no 
time in joining the various veterinary societies, 
and became in turn President of the Royal 
Counties, Southern Counties, and the Central 
Divisions of the “* National,’ and was awarded 
the Victory Medal for meritorious service by 
the last-named Division. In 1927-8 he was 
President of the National Veterinary Medical 
Association of Great Britain and Ireland, when 
he presided over that very successful Congress 
at Newcastle-on-Tyne. 

John McIntosh was elected to the Council of 
the Royal College of Veterinary Surgeons in 
1921, and having served on many of its com- 
mittees and occupied the position of chairman of 
several, he has had an excellent preparation for 
the Presidential Chair. Much will be expected 
from a man with such a record, and we know 
we shall not be disappointed. It is perhaps 
fortunate for his profession that Mr. McIntosh 
retired from his official position at Hays Wharf 
last year, for it will enable him to devote him- 
self largely to the duties of his high office 
without the strain on his health such as the 
combination of such duties would have entailed. 
For although he has such a fine presence and 
apparently splendid physique, he has on more 
than one occasion caused great anxiety to his 
relations and friends through temporary break- 
down. We earnestly hope this will not happen 
again. 

We congratulate the profession on the elec- 
tion to the Presidency of one who has so often 
given proof of ability, conscientiousness, deter- 
mination and devotion to duty, combined with a 
commanding personality, good common sense 
and a lovable nature which albeit will brook 
no nonsense. We wish him a very successful 
year of office, knowing full well that when his 
turn comes to give place to his successor he will 
have added lustre to the long record of his 
illustrious predecessors.

The Profession’s Centenarian 


A GREAT VETERINARY SCIENTIST 


Griffith Evans, whose centenary this week it 
is the proud privilege of the profession to 
honour, was born at Ty Mawr, near Towyn, 
Merionethshire, on August 7th, 1885. He was 
the only son of his 
parents. His father 
was held in_ high 
respect not only as a 
successful farmer but 
also as a leader of 
thought in the dis- 
trict. Griffith Evans’ 
preliminary education 
was obtained at a 
local school and by 
private tuition so that 
he lived at home with 
high principled and 


highly religious 
parents. He saw their 
generosity succour 


the sufferers of the 
“ hungry forties ” 
when the weavers of 
Towyn were particu- 
larly hard hit. This 
influence ean be 
traced throughout a 
life ruled almost with 
an iron and 
characterised by 
great determination, 
yet sweetened with a 
thirst for knowledge 
and a love of his 
fellow men of rare 
quality. 

After a short pupil- 
age with a_ local 
doctor, John Pugh, 
F.R.C.S., young Evans 
set himself to qualify 
as a veterinary surgeon with a view to obtaining 
an appointment in the army. He travelled to 
London—part of the way by the stage couch— 
and attended the Royal Veterinary College from 
which he qualified on May 24th, 1855. 

January, 1860, saw him commissioned in the 
Royal Artillery and June, 1861, stationed at 
Montreal. Here he seized the opportunity and 
registered as a medical student at McGill Uni- 
versity from which he graduated M.D., C.Xf., 
in 1864. In his thesis “ Tuberculosis” he put 
forward evidence of the infectious nature of 
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this disease and advocated the open-air system 
of treatment. The advancement of these views 
in 1864 clearly indicates that, already, Evans 
was a worker, observer and thinker much in 
advance of his times. In Convocation his 
examiner challenged the theory of infection but 
Evans’ evidence and reasoning so supported his 
contention that he won the day. He continued 
to work throughout the following year as a 
post-graduate student at McGill, extending his 
know'edge and experience and building up a 
technique which. 
within a few years, 
served him so well. 
The American Civil 
War was attracting 
officers of his regi- 
ment to the seat of 
hostilities that they 
might view the opera- 
tions. When Evans’ 
leave became due it 
had become almost 
impossible to get per- 
mission the 
authorities at Wash- 
ington to visit the 
front. General Lind- 
sey, then command- 
ing the Guards, and 
Dr. Muir, the Prin- 
cipal Medical Officer, 
had just returned 
from Washington 
having been refused 
permission to proceed 
further. Despite the 
apparent hopelessness 
of his mission and 
the withdrawal of a 
brother officer who was 
to be his companion, 
Evan proceeded to 
Washington via New 
York. He presented 
letters of intro- 
 duetion at the British 
Embassy in Washing- 
ton and was enter- 
tained there by Lord Lyons who, however, made 
it plain that he could not assist him to obtain 
a pass to proceed to the front, having been so 
recently refused this privilege for General 
Lindsey and his party. Evans had a letter 
of introduction to Dr. Henry of the Smith- 
sonian Institute. Dr. Henry was much attracted 
by his visitor and had soon arranged a special 
audience with President Lincoln at White 
House. The President told Evans that the 
situation at the front was so serious that 
strangers were not allowed to proceed beyond 
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Washington. Eventually, however, Evans’ 
sincerity of purpose brought the President to 
search for grounds on which he might make an 
exception. He asked Evans to undertake to 
give every professional assistance (as a medical 
man) should he happen to be at the front and 
he required on emergency following an engage- 
ment with the enemy. This undertaking was 
readily given and an order issued giving Evans 
permission to go where he pleased and instruct- 
ing the generals to give every facility to their 
guest. This surely was a triumph. President 
Lincoln recognised that the strictest of ruies 
must break before exceptional circumstances— 
an exceptionally keen and genuine young officer 
whose only object in seeking to make this 
hazardous journey was an unquenchable thirst 
for knowledge and experience, 

Evans, preparing for his journey to the front, 
was strongly advised against going there in 
British uniform since there was, not without 
good reason, strong anti-British feeling in the 
North Army. It was suggested that his life 
might not be safe if he were to proceed in a 
uniform other than that of the U.S. Army. 
Evans was determined to wear no uniform other 
than that of his Queen’s service and to make 
himself Known wherever he went as a British 
officer. He consulted Lord Lyons who agreed. 
Proceeding down river on a frigate at the ser- 
vice of the British Ambassador, he was stricken 
with dysentery. The officers of the vessel nursed 
him through a serious illness while the ship 
was stationed at Hamilton Roads opposite 
Fortress Munroe. 

Here occurred another of those incidents in 
Evans’ life which go to show a determination 
to grasp every opportunity which presented 
itself and a character so likeable that potential 
enemies soon turned friends. General Butler 
had just arrived at the Fort. Butler had the 
reputation, probably quite undeserved, of treat- 
ing his adversaries brutally. The English press 
applied various epithets to him, e.g., “ Beast 
Butler.” He was, then, probably the last man 
from whom a British officer might expect 
courtesy, let alone kindness. As soon as Evans 
was fit enough he presented himself at the 


Fortress gate and asked to see the General. - 


He had to repeat his request, to send in his 
card and to say that he was on his way to 
the front before he was admitted. Butler gave 
him a bad reception but Evans held his ground, 
gave an account of himself and asked permission 
to see the Fort. The General, at long last, 
gave the desired permission and detailed one 
of his officers as a guide. On completion of 
the tour Evans returned to take leave of the 
General. He found his attitude towards Lim 
so altered that Butler produced his maps and 
explained the whole position of the armies. He 
informed Evans that he was returning to the 
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front on the following day, invited him to 
accompany him and offered to reserve for his 
use the tent which Butler's wife had recently 
vacated. Evans accepted, provisional to his 
obtaining his doctor’s permission to travel, The 
latter was very doubtful, but provided Evans 
with medicine and allowed him to take the risk. 
Evans was at the gangway along which the 
General would pass to his boat in good time. 
Two hours late, his host arrived. He ignored 
the British officer’s salute. His countenance 
black as thunder, he stalked aboard with no 
sign of recognition. The gangway was with- 
drawn before Evans could make up his mind 
how to meet this unexpected rebuff. The boat 
moved. Evans tossed his baggage on board and — 
took the considerable risk of jumping to the 
ship’s deck. He landed safely but his troubles 
were not at an end, for the officers made it 
painfully plain that they intended to ignore him. 
As a British officer in uniform and as the 
General’s guest, Evans would not stand insult- 
ing behaviour. He decided to ignore it and 
make the first move come from the other side. 
There he sat on the deck beside his baggage 
until, at last, an officer came to say that General 
Butler wished to see him. Evans asked the 
General for an explanation of his change of 
attitude towards his guest. Butler, strained to 
breaking point, offered no apology but said that 
on the previous night the “ underground” mail 
from the South to England had been “ caught ”’ 
by the North. It contained a communication 
from a Times correspondent with the Southern 
Army in which there were violent attacks upon 
Butler’s humanity. Butler showed Evans these 
papers and declared them to be typical of the 
attitude of the English people. He asked Evans 
how he and his officers could be expected to 
hide their feelings towards an Englishman. 
vans reply was a thrust. “ But I am a Welsh- 
inan and I shall not hide my feelings. The 
South fight well and are entitled to our admira- 
tion. I am here as your guest.” Conversation 
in that strain soon showed Butler that his guest 
was the determined, genuine and open man he 
had earlier supposed him to be. Thereafter, 
he treated Evans with every courtesy and 
arranged his visits to hospitals and to the seat 
of activities. From Butler’s camp Evans moved 
on to Headquarters where General Grant, the 
Commander-in-Chief, treated him with every 
courtesy and gave him a personal introduction 
to General Meade, saying that if he did not 
find Meade engaged in military duties he would 
probably find him somewhere reading his Bible. 
Evans found General Meade seated outside his 
tent reading his Bible! General Meade was 
in close proximity to the enemy and the staff 
and men had to sleep on the ground. One night 
in these conditions relighted the fever from 
which Evans had so recently suffered and he

had to move over to General Thomas’ Head- 
quarters. Here he was actually under fire. 
Having observed their methods of treating the 
wounded and their hospital organisation, Evans 
returned to General Grant and so to Washing- 
ton. He had seen much but was not yet out 
of the fighting zone, for his first night in 
the capital coincided with a_ raid the 
Southerners made to obtain supplies. Having 
reported at the Embassy, he went with Dr. 
Henry to see President Lincoln before he 
returned to Montreal via West Point, where he 
visited the Academy for officers of the American 
Army. 

Within a day or two of his return to Mon- 
treal, Evans was stricken with inflammation of 
the lungs and then followed a series of severe 
illnesses. Convalescent from pneumonia, he had 
sporadic cholera and then typhoid fever. His 
vitality was in such a low state and the attack 
of the latter disease so severe, that the several 
doctors in consultation thought it desirabie to 
inform him that his recovery was very doubtful. 
Sheer determination to live pulled him through, 
but with his memory completely gone. Recol- 
lection recovered in groups by association of 
ideas and relatively soon he was convalescent 
to the stage when porter was advised by his 
doctor. But Evans was, and always has been, 
a staunch abstainer. He would only consent 
to the use of alcohol on the condition that his 
medical adviser would prescribe the doses and 
times, just as he would any other medicine and, 
furthermore, that day by day he would note 
the effect of the alcohol on his patient’s con- 
dition. The doctor’s expectations were not 
realised; the alcohol was stopped! His recovery 
was slow but eventually he was fit to move 
to a new station at Toronto where he became 
acquainted with a young man then setting out 
on a career to become a prince among medical 
practitioners—Sir William Osler. 

Evans returned with the troops to England 
in 1870 and was stationed at Ipswich where, 
enjoying the friendship of the medical staff of 
the Infirmary, he continued his studies. Here 
there occurred an incident which shows how 
Evans’ thoughts had led him in advance of his 
times. There had been a long series of fatal 
cases of tetanus at the Infirmary. The young 
son of a sergeant in his battery was knocked 
down in the street and admitted to the Infirm- 
The child’s mother implored Evans to take 


ary. 
a particular interest in the case. Tetanus 
developed. The orthodox treatment for that 


condition was amputation of the wounded mem- 
ber but this child’s wound was on the head. 
The medical staff discussed the case with Evans 
who, from his experience in equine tetanus, 
advised the keeping of the patient in a dark 
silent room, the withholding of medicines, the 
avoidance of all that might excite and the 


allowance of water ad lib. The Infirmary sur- 
geons protested that if the child died they would 
blame themselves for neglect should no medi- 
cine be given and they asked Evans to take full 
responsibility for the case. This he did without 
hesitation. The patient recovered. 

Late in 1870 Evans married and, although 
the temptation to settle down was great, he 
decided to continue in the Army. In 1871 he 
transferred from the Royal Artillery to the 
Army Service Corps and was stationed at Wool- 
wich for several years. These were years of 
study—a post graduate course at King’s 
College, London and at the Royal Ophthalmic 
Hospital, Moorfields and the run of the clinics 
at the London Hospital under the friendship of 
Jonathan Hutchinson, senior. Evans read 
voluminously and seized every opportunity to 
further his knowledge. Pasteur’s investigations 
were weighed with consummate care until 
eventually Evans saw in them, and in his own 
observations, the door open to new discoveries. 
During his professional career he had made 
microscopy a hobby. It is, therefore, not sur- 
prising that when, in 1877, he was ordered to 
India he had provided himself with a portable 
microscope and the best lenses then obtainable. 
On arrival in India he was sent to the Punjab 
to investigate a disease which for many years 
had been very fatal to army horses there and 
at other stations. His investigation of this 
condition was most thorough and soon led him 
to suspect that a “ parasite of the blood ” was 
the causal agent. He watched for the appear- 
ance of the first symptoms and then made a 
microscopical examination of the blood at 
hourly intervals. He noted an early increase 
in the white corpuscles, the appearance of 
bacilli rather closely associated with these cor- 
puscles, the increase in the number of bacilli, 
their becoming free from the corpuscles and, in 
the last stages, their presence in overwheming 
numbers. That disease he proved to be anthrax, 
but his conviction that the “ large granular 
eorpuscles’”” played an important part in the 
course of the illness is of particular note since 
it was not until 1884 that Metchnikoff showed 
them to be phagocytes. Evans had repeatedly 
claimed that his observations on them indicated 
that the part they played deserved special inves- 
tigation. We who to-day have the advantage 
of developed technique must remember that 
Evans at that time did not know how to fix 
and stain his smears for microscopic observation. 

This work on anthrax having gained him local 
recognition as a sound worker, he was officially 
asked in August, 1880, to go to Dera Ismael 
Khan to investigate the disease which for many 
years had proved fatal to horses and camels 
of the Punjab Frontier Force and which was 
known as “ Surra.” Before he proceeded he 
obtained all available reports upon this con- 
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dition and studied them with scrupulous care. 
It seemed to him that, although none of the 
previous observers had suggested it, some para- 
site in the blood was at work. He appreciated 
that surra was only recognised to exist after 
the disease was well established and that he 
must have every facility for his investigation. 
He sought permission to attempt to transmit 
the disease to healthy animals so that he might 
study it in its first stages. Strong objection 
was raised, particularly by the Head of the 
Medical Department. It was said that Evans’ 
mission was to cure animals and not to kill 
them! It seemed possible that Evans would 
be baulked but the Governor of Punjab, im- 
pressed by the courage and ability of this young 
officer, issued orders that Evans was to have 
every facility. At Dera Ismael Khan, Evans 
demonstrated to the Surgeon of the Cavalry 
Regiment “ microbes, swarming in the first drop 
of surra blood examined.” Even he, experienced 
as he was in the examination of anthrax smears, 
was astonished to find so many very active 
organisms attacking the red blood corpuscles. 
Within a few days he had transmitted surra 
by subcutaneous injection and by feeding the 
blood of an affected horse. By repeating his 
experiment he proved to his own satisfaction 
that surra could be transferred from horse to 
horse and that the organism we now know as 
Trypanosoma evansi appeared quite regularly 
in the blood of his experimental horses about 
the sixth day after inoculation. He demonstra- 
ted the organism in the blood of affected camels. 
Furthermore, although it was not then known 
that surra could affect dogs, he succeeded in 
transmitting it from the horse to a dog and to 
a bitch. Evans was delighted to find the 
suckling pup of that bitch become affected for 
he was able to take it back to the Army Head- 
quarters at Simla, there to demonstrate the 
living microbe he had discovered to the Surgeon 
General, Dr. Cunningham, and to Dr. Timothy 
Lewis. Dr. Lewis was an authority on parasites 
of the blood and is, of course, commemorated in 
the name Trypanosoma lewisi, which organism 
he had demonstrated in 1879. Lewis recognised 
the organism from the pup as very similar to 


that which he had discovered in the blood of - 


rats. These organisms he regarded as of no 
pathological significance. Neither Cunningham 
nor Lewis doubted the facts which Evans put 
forward; they accepted his having seen the 
bacilli in his cases of anthrax, they had demon- 
strated to them the trypanosome in the blood 
of the puppy. They would not, perheps could 
not, accept Evans’ deductions from his obser- 
vations for they were convinced that a microbe 
found in the blood of a living animal could not 
be the cause of its diseased condition—it might 
be the result of the unhealthy state of the 
patient. In private conversations they were 
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happy in discussing the work with Evans in the 
most friendly spirit—officially they condemned 
his reasoning and conclusions in just as strong 
language as officialdom permitted. Evans was 
adamant that these organisms were pathogenic. 
Before he could complete his official report 
Evans was off to investigate a fatal disease of 
ponies on the tea estate of Kachar. Here he 
demonstrated the existence of anthrax. Back 
at Calcutta he found the official attitude 
towards his work unchanged and set 
to work to write his report on_ surra, 
which report can only classed as 
a masterpiece. Therein he traced each step of 
his investigation, recorded every symptom and 
post-mortem appearance (how freely he used his 
microscope!) in his natural and artificially pro- | 
duced cases. He recorded his demonstration of 
the trypanosome with regularity; he noted how 
the number of the parasites varied and thought 
this variation bore some relationship to the 
symptoms exhibited by the patient. He again 
remarked on the increased number of white 
corpuscles. When Evans came to place on record 
the reasoning which brought him to regard his 
microbes as pathogenic, rather than forms devel- 
oping in blood diseased through some chemical 
change, his light shone with real brilliance. 
Logic—yes. The purest of pure thinking set 
out what, even to-day, seems an unanswerable 
case. Yet officially he was hounded for his 
views. He was regarded as a crank. He was, 
forthwith, sent from Bengal and appointed, for 
a period of five years, Inspecting Veterinary 
Surgeon of the Madras Presidency. One must 
take it that so far as India was concerned 
at that time Evans might as well never have 
visited Dera Ismael Khan, never have seen a 
case of surra and never have discovered 
Trypanosoma evansi. Fortunately for science, 
Evans supplied both Koch and Pasteur with a 
copy of his report and it was largely through 
their study of his work that, years later, Evans 
was hailed as the discoverer of the first patho- 
genic trypanosome. 

Meantime, Evans returned to England and 
towards the close of the year 1885, entered on 
a period of five years of work which lay close 
to his heart. Stationed at Woolyich as In- 
specting Veterinary Surgeon, he found time to 
work in Crookshank’s laboratory at King’s 
College studying bacteriology, mastering the 
rapidly advancing technique of the science he 
so loved. 

In 1890 Evans retired from the Army with a 
Service Pension. He settled down in Bangor 
to enjoy a well-earned retirement but the Uni- 
versity College of North Wales induced him to 
deliver a course of lectures on Veterinary 
Hygiene in the Agricultural Department during 
session 1890-1. So successful did this course 
prove that he was reappointed annually for 20 
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years. Then, failing health brought about com- 
plete retirement at the age of 75. The hand of 
infirmity could not dull so brilliant an intellect. 
Cataract in both eyes was overcome by the aid 
of a magnifying glass to such an extent that, 
more slowly but not less surely, current litera- 
ture was digested and the latest philosophical 
book not read but reviewed. No advancement 
in science escaped his notice. He kept abreast 
of the times. He watched the growth of bac- 
teriology and saw others, with facilities 
advanced beyond recognition compared with 
those at his disposal in India, do work of lesser 
scientific import and be lauded to the skies. But 
there is no bitterness in Evans. He observed 
quite simply that those who condemned his 
greatest work had done so with that same sin- 
cerity with which he carried it through. He had 
lived a full life to the very full. His studies 
were the child he loved. He sought no reward 
in the halls of fame. He remained Griffith 
vans, M.D., C.M. (McGill), M.R.c.Vv.s. 

We who see the conception of “ priority ” 
pushed almost to breaking point must rejoice 
that, at long last, Evans’ work was recognised. 
The award of a Distinguished Service Pension 
came in April, 1913. In 1917 the Liverpool 
School of Tropical Medicine made a just reward 
in presenting to Dr. Evans the “ Mary Kingsley 
Medal for distinguished Scientists who have 
assisted the cause of Tropical Medicine by 
original research.” The Royal College of Veter- 
inary Surgeons followed by presenting the John 
Henry Steet Memorial Medal in 1918. The 
University of Wales conferred the degree of 
D.Se, (Honoris Causa) in 1919. Dr. Du Toit 
in his Presidential Address to the Agricultural 
Section of the British Association in 1930 em- 
phasised the importance of trypanosome infec- 
. tions and praised Evans’ work in India. He 
continued, “It is with great satisfaction that 
the fact can be recorded that this veteran of 
science, Griffith Evans, the discoverer of the 
first pathogenic trypanosome, is still alive 
to-day, with more than four score years and 
ten to his credit, and is able to watch from 
his home in Bangor the progress which has been 
made in this field of work.” This tribute, from 
a worker approaching the peak of his career 
50 years after Evans had reached his, was 
greeted with applause. The City of Bangor 
honoured Dr. Evans by conferring the freedom 
of the Borough on him in 1931. This latter 
honour related in part to his period of residence 
in the City where, independent as ever, Dr. 
Evans had become esteemed as a leader in 
religion and in philosophy. 

But these latter years might well have been 
darkened, for an unfortunate slip while taking 
exercise on Bangor “ Mountain ” at the age of 
90 caused a high fracture of one femur. That, 
we would think, must mean a bedridden life. Was 
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TO WHOM HONOUR IS DUE 


S veterinarians we may perhaps be per- 

mitted to deplore the limitations of Pope’s 
dictum, “ the proper study of mankind is man,” 
yet we are more willing than often we are 
ready to admit to pay tribute, when opportunity 
offers, to human eminence arising from merit 
which has won recognition within the profes- 
sion. 

Publication of this week’s issue of The 
Veterinary Record provides the occasion—pro- 
moted, indeed, to an obligation—for the exercise 
of that privilege in respect of two members of 
our fraternity whose interests and activities, 
though centred in widely different spheres of 
veterinary endeavour, have in common the 
attribute of selfless determination—of the one 
to add some worthy chapters to the fascinating 
history of the science he loves, of the other to 
foster the professional interests of those em- 
ployed, in whatever capacity, in the veterinary 
field. 

It is felt by the community supremely fitting 
that the Head of the State should, on their 
behalf, congratulate those who have enhanced 
the claim of great age itself upon our respect 
and admiration to such a degree as is implied 
in the achievement of a centenary. How, then, 
can we hope adequately to voice the felicita- 
tions of a profession who recognise that, where 
Griffith Evans is concerned, longevity alone is 
perhaps the least of his claims upon our 
esteem? The only possible answer to that ques- 
tion is to print, not a superficial pzan of praise, 
but something of the great story itself. All too 
unfamiliar, even in bare outline, to veteri- 
narians of the present day, no account of 
Griffith Evans’ life and work, however brief, 
could be written without evoking in the reader 


it this characteristic determination which raised 
Dr. Evans to his feet again? It certainly was 
his iron will which, quite literally, brought him 
inch by inch, foot by foot and step by step 
out into the garden of his home. But there 
are limits. Sometime later Dr. Evans slipped 
while reaching for a book in his library. The 
other leg was injured and to-day he has to 
be, and is, content to view the progress of 
humanity from a comfortable bed with the aid 
of a magnifying glass and a pencil and pad. 
Even yet mental capacity permits enjoyment 
of life. The daily paper is too great a task 
but good weeklies and works on philosophy are 
open to our centenarian, 
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that almost breathless interest so frequently 
and so much less justifiably associated with the 
true literature of fiction. Had there been no 
Evans the scientist, Evans the man must have 
made his name. Else, how could he, in person, 
have persuaded President Lincoln himself to 
make an exception in his favour when authority 
at Washington point-blank refused access to 
the American Civil War front to British Com- 
manders of Guards, Medical and other Officers 
heaven knows how high? And the encounter 
with General—known (albeit it seems unjustifi- 
ably) as “ Beast *—Butler, too. How would a 
less amazing personality have dealt with him? 

Illness, nevertheless, constituted his greatest 
obstacle, but always Evans won through, and 
appropriately enough, lived to see his triumphs 
at the expense of disease, human and animal. 
What a story, for instance, lies behind his dis- 
covery of the first pathogenic trypanosome ! 
Human tuberculosis and tetanus, anthrax, and 
surra in India—he left the mark of his virile, 
brilliant brain upon them all. 

Possessed of the ruthless determination of 
the pioneer, yet, as our biographer says, 
“ sweetened with a thirst for knowledge and a 
love of his fellow-men of rare quality,” so that 
he could see others at work of lesser scientific 
merit and lauded to the skies, without bitterness 
at his own relative lack of recognition, here is 
one whose character and achievement in his 
chosen ways may well stand as an example to 
veterinarians for all time. 

There is nothing of the centenarian about the 
newly-elected President of the Royal College— 
Mr. J. W. MeIntosh—except the fact that in 
his shorter span of years he has done far more 
for his profession than most men would have 
accomplished in a hundred. 

The gibe that the best jobs in the south are 
filled by Scotsmen would lose all point were the 
invaders invariably of his quality. The record 
of Mr. McIntosh’s life is written, not in the 
recital of his many-sided interests and activi- 
ties, but in the steady advance of the veterinary 
profession in this country in directions calcu- 
lated to place it, as a body, “in the sun” of 
official recognition, as an, essential bulwark of 
the nation’s health, and a vital factor in the 
successful prosecution of her major industry, 

Moreover, his championship of what may be 
termed the ‘“ National’ movement is more than 
a matter of historical significance to that Asso- 
ciation. It is no mere figure of speech to say 
that Mr. MclIntosh’s identification with its 
fortunes through fair weather and foul, has 
been an outstanding factor in the bringing of 
the ship to harbour, for his inflexible determi- 
nation that individual members of the profes- 
sion, whatever their sphere of work, shall have 
at their disposal an organisation designed to 
safeguard their interests and enhance their

social and economic status is the outcome of 
a deep appreciation of the vital truth that any 
advancement that the profession may make need 
not—and shall not, if he can help it—be at the 
expense of any unit of it. 

Where men meet, Mr. MecIntosh’s statesman- 
like mind makes for sanity in speech and action 
and the taking of the long view. Small wonder 
that over what is now a very long period no 
gathering of the Councils of either the R.C.V.S. 
or N.V.M.A. has seemed complete without him, 
and that the governing body of the profession, 
confident in the knowledge that in this matter 
parliament and electorate are at one, have 
placed him in authority over them. 


THE FUTURE OF THE HORSE 


CERTAIN section of the community is 

agitating for a ban to be placed on horse 
traffic in London and other large towns, and 
questions are being asked in the House of 
Commons relative to it. It would be a serious 
thing for the country, for agriculture, and 
for commerce, if Government resorted to such 
a measure. Horse transport has just as much 
right to ply along our streets as any motor 
form of transport. Considering that it is the 
great increase of motor traffic in both numbers 
and volume that has brought about the present 
state of traffic congestion, it is questionable 
whether the abolition of horse transport would 
effect any material change. The real solution 
of the problem is far removed from the horse 
question. In most provincial towns, horse traffic 
comprises about 8 per cent. of the total wheeled 
traffic found in the streets. In London it is 
considerably under 5 per cent., and on the main 


passenger traffic routes of London (e.g., 
Oxford Street) the percentage is extremely 


small. It is chiefly the large number of ‘buses, 
most of them half empty, that constitute London 
traffic blocks. All the same, it would be unwise 
to ban horse transport from any particular 
street, which may be the most direct route 
from point to point in the delivery of goods. 
Drivers of horse transport, under instructions 
from their firms, ply along collateral streets 
where better progress can be made. It would 
be very useful if Government authorities could 
issue a set of rules for the guidance of horse 
transport drivers. 

As regards economy in working, it has been 
abundantly proved that for short distances and 
frequent stops, horse transport carries economic 
advantage over motor transport. As long as 
the basis of all business is practical economy, 
the horse will be used. The National Horse 
Association of Great Britain has gone to a lot 
of trouble to get out comparative costings of 
Horse versus Motor Transport. On a daily 
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computation of 313 working days per year, at 
eight hours per day, and covering a distance of 
20 miles, all-in costings per single horse work 
out at 18s. 10d. per day as against a 25-cwt. 
motor van at £1 4s. 14d. per day, while the 
figure for pair-horse costings is £1 4s. 2d. as 
against £1 7s. 84d. for a 38-ton motor van. 
Moreover, the small trader cannot afford a 
motor, and for the carrying out of his business, 
he is forced to rely on his pony and cart. 

Horses, too, are essential for farming opera- 
tions, and the raising of horses is a valuable 
asset to the farmer. In other words, the horse 
is a rent payer. 

A great deal of nonsense is talked and written 
about the cruelty involved in working horses. 
There is not one atom of truth in this. The 
majority of firms and small owners look after 
their horses in a most praiseworthy and satis- 
factory manner, and great credit is due to 
stablemen and drivers in this respect. Anyone 
attending the parades of horses in Regent’s 
Park, and in our provincial cities, and seeing 
the quality of the exhibits will bear this out. 
Seeing is believing in this respect and those 
busybodies who talk so glibly about cruelty 
would soon change their minds if they saw 
the perfect condition in which the animals 
were maintained, and the care exercised in 
their general turn-out, One cart horse on parade 
was 19 years of age and his soundness and condi- 
tion was positive proof of his ability to per- 
form his daily work. There were others, too, 
well advanced in years to which the same would 
apply. Age, provided good food and extra care 
is exercised, makes little difference in working 
horses. The days of the horse are by no means 
over, in spite of all mechanical invention. He 
is cheap, handy, and if well-cared for will 
assuredly merit the retention of his invaluable 
services, 


AGRANULOCYTIC ANAEMIA 


In a recent issue of Nature attention is drawn 
to a review of this rare disease—which, so 
far, has been recorded in the human subject 
only—by Dr. E. W. Adams, recently issued by 
the Ministry of Health (Rep. on Pub. Health and 
Med. Subjects, No. 76, London: H.M. Stationery 
Office, 1935. 6d. net.). 

Agranulocylic anzmia is characterised by 
severe sore-throat or tonsillitis with fever and 
prostration, and mortality is high. A remarkable 
feature, from which it derives its name, is a 
diminution in the number of leucocytes from the 
normal of 10,000-12,000 to 1,000 or less per c.mm. 
of blood, with an almost complete disappearance 
of the polynuclear leucocytes (granulocytes), 
which normally constitute 75 per cent. of the 
total leucocytes. About a thousand cases of the 
disease have now been described, of which only 
22 have been recorded in the British Isles: it 
is more common in females. Causation is 
obscure, but evidence suggests the action of some 
toxic agent and a case has been made out in- 
criminating the benzamine group of drugs.

THE X-RAY DIAGNOSIS OF 
PYOMETRA: A WARNING

WOLVERHAMPTON 

A nine-year-old bitch that had never had any 
puppies was admitted to hospital on account of 
very greatly accelerated respiration. Pulse and 
temperature were normal and the appetite was 
fair but nothing would stop the continued 
panting. She breathed as though she had taken 
very severe exercise on a hot day. The owner 
stated that she had been in cestrum three weeks 
previously. I kept her under observation for 
three days, but whenever I went to look at her 
she was still panting and the respirations were 
so fast that I could not count them. Palpation 
of the abdomen revealed nothing as the bitch 
was fairly fat. There was no abnormal thirst 
and no vomiting. I felt that it was not a case 
of pyometra, but to make sure I gave her a 
deep enema of barium and had an X-ray taken. 
The result was a perfect question mark, as 
described by Professor Wright (Veterinary 
Record, June 24th, 1933)—see illustration.

Since hearing Professor Wright’s address on 
this day I had several cases which were diag- 
nosed as pyometra X-rayed, and all showed the 
question marks and all were well-marked cases 
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when opened up. In this case I operated on the 
bitch and found everything was _ perfectly 
normal. I was not surprised, as the clinical 
history did not fit in with the well-known 
symptoms exhibited by a case of pyometra. 
The wound healed by first intention. 

For the first three days the patient was too 
sore to pant but as soon as the wound had 
healed she commenced again as hard as ever. 
On thinking the matter over, I now decided 
that the cause some interference 
with the respiratory centre in the brain, due 
possibly to some small albuminous particle that 
had lodged there. I then gave her 150 ¢.c. of 
artificial blood serum (Blount) and within one 
hour the panting ceased. She was Kept a 
further ten days and was discharged from hos- 
pital perfectly fit. 

Up to the taking of this photograph I was 
quite convinced that the shape assumed by the 
colon when filled with barium emulsion was 
indicative of a distended uterus. Recently I 
have treated apparently normal animals in this 
manner and find that the colon practically 
always assumes the question mark shape when 
the animal is placed on its back for the purpose 
of making the film. I have now discarded this 
aid to diagnosis and rely solely upon clinical 
evidence. 


LEPTOSPIRAL JAUNDICE 
IN A HUNTER (?)

A nine-year-old grey hunter gelding was 
noticed by the groom one morning to be bleeding 
from wounds on the near fore and hind coronets. 
I was asked to see the horse and the groom 
advanced the opinion that the wounds were 
caused by rats. At first I was inclined to laugh 
at him, but on making a closer inspection I 
could’ see the marks made by the chisel-like 
teeth of the rat in the skin over the coronary 
band, and continued down the hoof for a short 
distance. The two grooves made by the incisor 
teeth were very obvious. There was a rat hole 
in the loose box and from the surrounding signs 
it was obvious that it had been recently used. 
I prescribed the usual remedies for the wounds 
and told the groom to carry on exercise as 
usual. Four days later I was again called in 
to see the horse as he was very much “ off 
colour.” He would not eat, the bowels were 
not functioning normally, and the visible mucous 
membranes were decidely icteric. The tempera- 
ture was 104°. I gave the horse an enema 
and prescribed two drams of Iztin in the form 
of an electuary. The next day the horse was 
no better, the bowels had acted well but the 
jaundice was much more pronounced, On the 
assumption that I had a case of leptospiral

| Some Observations on the Isolation of Brucella 
Organisms frem Raw Milk. Barratt, M. M. 
(1935.) J. Comp. Path. & Ther. 48. 1. 43-50.) 


The well-known fact of the high incidence of 
Br. abortus as a contaminant of bulk milk is 
reconfirmed. Out of 155 samples derived 
mainly from the mixed milk of individual herds 
but also from single cows, 35 contained this 
organism. Certain points of practical interest 
to laboratory workers are recorded. Thus, out 
of 29 guinea pigs examined culturally for 
Br. abortus, in six instances the organism was 
isolated from the local lymphatic gland but not 
from the spleen. Also out of 36 strains of 
Br. abortus isolated from milk samples, nine 
grew readily in air without the addition of CO, 
which is usually required by this organism. 
In the latter connection it was not known 
whether the cows, from which these erobic 
strains had been isolated, had been vaccinated 


with live Brucella vaccine. E. é.

| The pectediien Importance of Brucelliasis as 
an Occupational Hazard. Meyer, K. F., and 
GEIGER, J. C. (1935.) J. Amer, Vet. Med. Ass. 
86. 3. 280-286.) 


Br. abortus is an organism endowed with a 
moderate degree of virulence for human beings, 
and usually infects either through the skin or 
through the alimentary canal. Such infections, 
however, are apt to lie dormant, though their 
presence may be identified by serological, 
phagocytic or allergic reactions, or by isolation 
of the organism from the blood or urine. 
Carriers of infection usually show mild, transient 
disorders which frequently pass unidentified. 
Occasionally, however, symptoms become pro- 
nounced with prolonged illness, prostration and 
death. Statistics compiled from serological 
surveys in the United States of America, 
Sweden, Great Britain and Germany indicate 
that 16 per cent. of 1,618 persons employed in 
handling raw meat have serum antibodies 
against Br. abortus, whilst 30 to 60 per cent. of 
veterinary surgeons react similarly. Variations 
in the percentage of veterinary surgeons who 
react to the test in different 


jaundice to deal with I adnbalameed intraven- 
ously O'1 gramme of sulpharsenobenzene dis- 
solved in 20 ¢c.c. of water. 

Improvement was most marked the next day. 
The appetite had returned and in seven days 
all symptoms of jaundice had disappeared. Of 
course the jaundice may have had nothing to 
do with the rat bites and may have been a 
pure coincidence. It is to be regretted that 
I did not take a sample of the blood for a 
fixation of the complement test. 
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ccuntries are probably explained by differing 
degrees of contact between them and cattle. 
Thus in Denmark, where there is a large popu- 
lation of dairy cattle, and where manipulative 
treatment is extensively used in bovine sterility, 
a high percentage of veterinary surgeons show 
specific agglutinins to this infection. 

Serological tests are not entirely satisfactory 
as an index of the extent of Brucella infection 
amongst human beings, and an attempt has 
been made to compile a survey based upon an 
allergic skin reaction, using “ abortin.” <A high 
percentage of persons engaged in certain “‘ dan- 
gerous’”’ occupations gave positive allergic 
reactions : 


Beef-killing trade . 13 out of 14 
Hog-killing trade .. 18 , 26 
Sausage manufacture... 21 ,, 43 
Wool trade x's 
Milk trade 16 per cent. 


It must be remembered, however, that a 
positive allergic reaction does not necessarily 
mean a latent infection ; it may only indicate 
prolonged contact with Brucella. 

To obtain a survey of the incidence of infection 
based upon adequate data, it is probably 
necessary to study serological, phagocytic and 
allergic reactions. Where these results have 
been correlated, evidence indicates that workers 
who handle Brucella-contaminated material are 
subject to a very great danger of infection. 
Consequently it is most desirable that some 
protective inoculation for such workers be found.

reference to that in the Horse. HERMANN, 
CuLusszow, Lipatow, DMmiTRIEW. (1934.) Berl. 
lierdrztl. Wschr. Feb., 1934.] 


The authors record their findings in a large 
number of cattle and horses in Armenia. 
B. abortus Bang infection appears to be widely 
distributed throughout the cattle population of 
the country and is also commonly met with in 
man and the horse. The latter show no special 
symptoms of infection though abortion fre- 
quently occurs between the sixth and tenth 


‘months of pregnancy. Sterility is a common 


sequel. Not only was infection observed in 
mares but also in stallions and geldings irrespec- 
tive of breed. No evidence could be produced 
in support of the view that infection may be 
transmitted at the time of service. 

A number of the horses examined were found 
to be suffering simultaneously from Brucellosis 
and from an infection by S. abortivo equinus.

The examination of the blood sera of 6,000 
horses by the agglutination and complement 


fixation tests showed the presence of specific 
Br. abortus antibodies in the blood of 30. 
The agglutination titres in these 30 sera were 
as follows: 1 under 1:100, 11 under 1: 200, 
10 between 1: 200 and 1:500 and 8 between 
1:500 and 1:1,000. The author does not 
regard a titre below 1: 200 as an indication of 
a specific infection with Br. abortus in the horse, 
and concludes that in Germany horses are not 
carriers of Br. abortus to the same extent as they 
are in Holland, in which country van der 
Hoeden has obtained much higher figures. Of 
the thirty horses giving positive results two 
showed clinical symptoms of fistulous withers 
and five were affected with lymphangitis.

|The Control of Bovine Contagious Abortion in 
Saxony. EDELMANN, R. (1934.) Deuts. tierdrztl. 
Wschr. May, 1934.] 


Prior to March, 1934, no control measures 
were operative in Saxony regarding the spread 
of contagious abortion, but at the beginning of 
this month certain restrictions were put into 
force and are briefly as follows. 

Suspected contagious abortion is dealt with 
by the area veterinary officer who, after investi- 
gating the outbreak, makes the necessary 
recommendations and may allow the use of a 
live vaccine under certain circumstances. 

To prevent the introduction of the disease on 
to clean premises all pregnant cows and heifers 
are blood tested and no reactors or beasts with 
disease of the genital passage may be grazed on 
clean pasture. [The communal use of pastures 
and byres is very common in Europe, especially 
in the more mountainous parts and where the 
inhabitants are poor.] Such dangerous animals 
are kept apart and must be returned to their 
own particular byre. 

The above order provided for the blood 
testing of all breeding stock over 15 months of 
age by June Ist, 1934, and made it illegal to 
have cows with disease of the reproductive 
organs served or to use bulls with diseased 
testicles. Persons employed on infected premises 
are not allowed to transfer to clean premises 
without obtaining a police certificate indicating 
that their clothes had been thoroughly disin- 
fected. 

A system of registration of clean herds is 
being drawn up.

In this article Haupt deals in a general way 
with the whole question of vaccine therapy in 
the control of contagious abortion of cattle, 
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referring to the disadvantages of such procedure 
and to the beneficial results which sometimes 
accrue, 

He forecasts the general prohibition of the live 
vaccine throughout the country under the new

|Experiments with BCG Cultures. Suarrer, 
M. F. (1935.) J. Path. & Bact. 40. 107.) 


The possible reversion of the attenuated 
strain of the tubercle bacillus (B C G) to a virulent 
form has been the subject of much discussion 
and experiment, so that the studies reported in 
this article are well worth the perusal of those 
readers who are interested in this subject. The 
majority of workers regard B C G as permanently 
fixed in its innocuousness and unable under 
clinical or laboratory conditions to regain the 
properties of the virulent culture from which it 
was originally derived. There are, however, a 
number of investigators who believe that it is 
possible for reversion to occur under certain 
circumstances and the experiments described 
by the author were undertaken to obtain 
information concerning conditions which might 
influence such a trend. 

Three cultures of BCG from different sources 
were examined by a plating method enabling 
the study of single colonies; the primary 
cultures contained only the R form and were 
avirulent for guinea pigs and rabbits. These 
three cultures contained no S virulent organisms 
as shown by repeated platings and animal 
inoculations. Neither by growth over five 
successive transfers on egg media of reaction 
varying from pH 6:1 to pH 7°8 on to whose 
surface various filtered normal (horse, ox, 
rabbit, sheep) sera had been added, nor by 
growth over three to seven transfers on a modi- 
fied Sauton’s medium (pH 7:2 to 7°4) alone or 
containing these various sera in 10 per cent. 
amount, was it possible to induce the production 
of S forms with increased virulence. In a small 
series of experiments, neither the simultaneous 
injection of BCG living R and heat-killed S 
organisms subcutaneously into guinea pigs nor 


the introduction of living BCG cultures in. 


rabbits previously immunised with heat-killed 
homologous organisms, resulted in reversion to 
a virulent form.

[Contribution to the Study of Finzi’s Exo- 
tuberculin. MARTINEZ, C. R., and DE LA VILLA, 
G. C. Ann. Rep. (1934) Inst. Anim. Biol. Span. 
Repub. 305-329. ] 

The tuberculin referred to is a glycerine- 
peptone-broth culture, filtered through paper 

-and formalin added to a concentration of 
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0°5 per cent. Finzi claims that this is in every 
respect superior to a tuberculin which has been 
subjected to heat during its preparation. The 
author found it 6 to 16 times less toxie for 
guinea-pigs than standard tuberculin. The 
thermal reaction in guinea-pigs was equal in 
intensity in both, but of longer duration, with 
Finzi’s exotuberculin. Intradermal reactions 
were equal. Finzi’s tuberculin gave a more 
marked reaction in guinea-pigs in an advanced 
stage of tuberculosis.

[On the Nature of Clubs in Actinomycosis. 
GrBson, J. (1934.) J. Path. & Bact. 39. 533] 


Up to the present there have been two’ 
hypotheses on the nature of the so-called clubs - 
in actinomyces: the first that they are a 
developmental part of the life cycle of the 
micro-organism and the second that they are 
thickenings of sheaths enclosing the filament as 
protection against animal fluids. In this paper 
the author supports the view that actino- 
mycotic clubs are a developmental stage in the 
life cycle of the micro-organism. They are 
identical with the involution forms of actino- 
myces found in liquid culture and are formed 
by the growing out from the mycelium of small 
branches which swell up in a manner analogous 
to that seen in Phycomycetes preliminary to the 
act of fusion. In these bodies at a late stage 
both in culture and in the tissues there is an 
impregnation and incrustation with calcium. 
The article is accompanied by a plate illustrating 
the formation of clubs in culture.

Milk and Dairies (Scotland) Act, 1914 


CouNTY VETERINARY INSPECTOR’S REPORT FOR THE 
County OF LANARK AND THE BURGHS OF BIGGAR 
AND LANARK FOR THE YEAR 1934 


We have received a copy of the above report, 
the Ninth Annual Report of the Veterinary 
Department under the Act. Incidentally, it is 
the last Annual Report by Mr. Hugh Begg who 
retired from his post as at June 28th last. 

The occurrence of anthrax cases at 17 repre- 
sents a 50 per cent. drop from the figure of 
1933. 

Mr. Begg offers the personal opinion that 
summer-produced milk at 2s. per gallon leaves 
too much profit to somebody and emphasises 
the view that the excellence of milk as a food 
for giving stature to children will be abundantly 
proved in the history of milk-fed school 
children. 
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The Veterinary Department dealt with 26 
complaints regarding the finding by various 
Authorities of tuberculous infection in milk pro- 
duced by Lanarkshire herds and it must be 
admitted that the results of the subsequent 
investigations required of the Veterinary 
Department were very definitely uneven. It is 
explained how the urine of a cow with a tuber- 
culous kidney, especially in a narrow byre, can, 
by splashing, pollute the milk in the pail of a 
near-by milker and so provide a “ positive ” 
milk sample in the absence of any evidence of 
udder tuberculosis. 

The mothers of 16 cases of congenital tuber- 
culosis were traced and examined and most of 
them dealt with under the Tuberculosis Order. 

All registered herds in the County were 
inspected three times and all unregistered herds 
were visited once. 

The reconstruction of cowsheds proceeds 
apace and a very high standard of milk pro- 
duction prevails throughout the County. 


Mr. Begg returns again to his formerly 
expressed opinion that dairy cows should have 
no tails and discusses pro and con. He also 
discusses the use of barriers to prevent cows 
standing back with their hind feet in the dung 
channel and the various reasons that may be 
urged for this propensity in dairy cows. As 
a result of a consideration of these problems, 
he is of opinion that stall floors should be con- 
structed to meet the needs of so many cows 
and suggests a method whereby that might be 
done. 

Johne's disease still has its victims in Lanark- 
shire and undulant fever is unheard of. 

Under the Tuberculosis Order 396 animals 
were dealt with, an increase of 17 over 1933. 
The County Veterinary Inspector deals with the 
need for testing with tuberculin some of the 
cows known as “ roarers.” 

There were at the end of the year 52 tubercle- 
free herds in the County and they are set put 
in two tables that exhibit the gallonage of milk 
produced. 

He refers anew to the culpability of owners 
of self-supporting herds who continue year after 
year complacently to bring in their first-calving 
heifers to the dairy byre without a thought 
of their exposure to infection from the older 
cows. 

Three hundred and eighty-six cows were certi- 
fied as suffering from some form of udder or 
teat trouble (other than tuberculosis) inimical 
to public health. 


The report contains seven tables of interest- 
ing figures and, as on former occasions, a map 
appendix showing the number of cows dealt 
with under the Tuberculosis Order in each of 
the parishes in the County.

The minutes of the previous meeting, having 
been printed and circulated, were taken as read 
and confirmed. 


Election of President and two Vice-Presidents 


The Secretary read the following report of 
the Council Meeting held in Committee on 
April 4th :— 

The minutes of the previous meeting of 
Council in Committee held on April 5th, 
1934, having been printed and circulated, 
were taken as read and signed as correct. 

Nomination of President.—On the motion 
of Mr. Locke, seconded by Colonel Brittle- 
bank, it was unanimously resolved: “ That 
Mr. J. W. McIntosh be nominated for the 
office of President of the College for the 
ensuing year.” 

Senior Vice-President.—It unani- 
mously resolved: “ That Mr. G. H. Locke be 
nominated for the office of Senior Vice- 
President for the ensuing year.” 

Second Vice-President—-The names of 
Mr. J. Willett and Lieut.-Colonel P. J. 
Simpson were proposed for nomination as 
the second Vice-President and President- 
elect for 1936-37. 

On a ballot being taken it was resolved: 
“That Mr. J. Willett be nominated as second 
Vice-President and President-elect for the 
year commencing July, 1936.” 


The PREsIDENT: Arising out of those minutes 
you see that the Council unanimously nominated 
Mr. John McIntosh as the President for the 
ensuing year. You will agree with me when

Reports of Committees 


Finance and General Purposes Committee. 


Mr. Nairn read the report, as follows, and 
moved its reception and adoption. Captain 
Simpson seconded the motion, which was 
carried :— 


The minutes of the previous meeting, having 
been printed and circulated, were taken as read 
and signed as correct. 

Financial Statement.—The Treasurer submitted 
his Financial Statement for the Quarter showing 
a balance in hand of £783 3s. 8d. and liabilities 
amounting to £256 13s. 8d. The Treasurer’s State- 
ment was adopted, and he was ordered to pay 
the liabilities shown together with cheques for 
current expenditure. 

Annual Fees.—The Secretary submitted parti- 
culars of four cases of members in arrear with 
Annual Fees and was instructed as to the action 
to be taken. In two cases the Secretary’s instruc- 
tions were to proceed to a Committal Order. 

Examiners’ Fees.—The Secretary submitted 
letters from Dr. Barry and Dr. Lamb in regard 
to the scale of fees paid for the examinations 
held in July, 1934. It was decided to take no 
action. 

Investments.—The Treasurer was authorised 
to invest a sum not exceeding £1,600 in suitable 
securities. 

Resignation of Caretakers—The Secretary 
reported that the resignation of Mr, and Mrs. 
Morgan as caretakers had been received to take 
effect on June 15th, and that in consequence 
he had reported the emergency to the President, 
Treasurer and Chairman of the Finance Com- 
mittee. With the sanction of these members an 
advertisement had been published and 200 appli- 
cations had been considered, by members of the 
House Sub-Committee. As a result Mr. and Mrs. 
G. Phythian had been appointed at a wage of 
20s. per week and had taken over the duties 
on June 15th, 1935.

REPORTS OF SuB-CoMMITTEES: The following

(i) Sub-Committee on Candidates of Mature 
Age.—Meeting held April 12th, 1935. 
Present: Mr. Livesey in the Chair, 
Mr. Locke, Sir John M’Fadyean and 
Mr. McIntosh. Applications from 
three candidates of mature age were 
considered, and it was resolved:— 

(a) That the certificate submitfed by 
candidate No. 4815 be accepted as 
qualifying him for registration as a 
veterinary student. 

(b) That the applications of the other two 
candidates be_ not acceded to. 

(ii) Sub-Committee on D.V.S.M. Regulations.— 
Meeting held June 26th, 1935, there 
being present: Messrs. Livesey, Locke, 
Colonel Walker and Dr, Whitehouse. 
In the absence of the Chairman of the 
Examination Committee, Mr. Livesey 
(Vice-Chairman) took the Chair, 

The Sub-Committee discussed _ the 
question whether it was advisable to 
amend Bye-law 106 to provide that 
candidates should be eligible to take the 
D.V.S.M. Examination if they had 
attended approved courses of instruc- 
tion at places other than affiliated 
Colleges. It was resolved to recom- 
mend: “That in view of the import- 
ance of the question, the matter 
should be referred to a larger and 
more representative Sub-Committee.” 

July Examination Arrangements.—The Secre- 
tary reported that all necessary arrangements 
were being made for the July Examinations, 

D.V.S.M. ExAMINATION: The report of the Chair- 
man of the Examiners on the D.V.S.M. Exam- 
ination held in Edinburgh from June 13th to 
19th was submitted and approved. The report 
showed that 14 candidates presented themselves, 
and that the following were successful: John 
Cameron, Samuel Jamieson, Alexander Kelly, 
John MecLintock, Alexander M. Shepherd, Thomas 
Frederick Stokes. . 

Two students passed in Group I and one in 
Group II. 

EpucATIONAL CERTIFICATES: A list of educa- 
tional certificates Nos. 4804-4807, 4809-4849 was 
submitted and approved. 

EXEMPTIONS AND CONCESSIONS. 

(a) Preliminary Educational  Certificates.— 
Applications from four candidates for the recog- 
nition of certificates were considered, and it 
was resolved: “ That the certificate of candidate 
No. 4850 be accepted, and that the Secretary 
be instructed to explain to the three remaining 
candidates what further certificates they must 
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supply in order to qualify for registration as 
veterinary students. 

(b) Bye-law 62.—An application was received 
from Dr. E. C. Amoroso, P .D., M.B., B.C.H., B.A.O., 
Lecturer in Histology and Embryology at_ the 
Royal Veterinary College, for exemption (i) from 
the First Year’s Course, and (ii) from attendance 
and examination in Physiology and Biochemistry, 
and Histology and Embryology. Certificates in 
support of the application showed that the appli- 
cant had passed examinations of a satisfactory 
standard. It was resolved to recommend: “ That 
this candidate be exempted from the First Year’s 
Examination and that provision be made by an 
amendment of bye-law to permit of the granting 
of the second part of the application.” 

An application supported by satisfactory certi- 

ficates from Mr. S. P. L. Johnson for exemption 
from the First Examination in Chemistry and 
Physics, was acceded to. 
_(c) Bye-law 64a.—An application for exemp- 
tion under this bye-law was received from Mr. 
H. B. Parry, B.A., supported by satisfactory 
certificates. The application was acceded to. 

(d) Bye-law 95.—An application was received 
from Mr. Tom. Harper, B.v.sc. of Toronto, for 
permission to sit for the prescribed Final Exam- 
ination for the Membership Diploma. After due 
consideration it was resolved to recommend:—- 

(i) “ That steps be taken to amend Bye-law 95 
so as to provide for special cases of this kind.” 

(ii) “ That a suitable amendment would be 
as follows:— 

“Insert in line 1 after the word ‘ Diploma’ 
the words ‘granted after an approved course 
of instruction and an approved examination’; 
omit the word ‘shall’ in line 5 and substitute 
the word ‘may’; omit the words ‘ after attend- 
ance for a prescribed period at one of the affi- 
liated Schools and’; and omit paragraph ‘C’. 

(e) Bye-law 106. — (i) An application was 
received from Mr, M. H. W. Miller, Assistant 
bem | Inspector to the Renfrew County 
Council, for permission to take the subjects of 
Group I and Group II at separate examinations 
for the D.V.S.M. he application was granted. 

(ii) An application from Mr. Harvey for 
permission to sit for re-examination for the 
D.V.S without further attendance was 
acceded to. 

APPOINTMENT OF EXAMINER: The _ Secretary 
reported that Mr. H. B. Collet had resigned his 
appointment of Examiner in Materia Medica, 
Class “CC”, and in Pharmacology, Third Year, 
and that in the cmergpncy the President had 
appointed in his stead Mr. R. A. Coulter, 
M.R.C.V.S., L.P.S.1. It was resolved: “ That the 
action of the President be approved, and the 
appointment of Mr. R. A. S. Coulter as Examiner 
in Materia Medica and Pharmacology be con- 
firmed.” 

APPOINTMENT OF INTERNAL EXAMINERS: The

It 
was resolved: “ That the applicant be informed 
that his enquiry should be submitted after the 
result of the examination is known.” 
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EXAMINATION OF CANINE NurSES: A communica- 
tion was received from Miss J. Bean regarding 
the establishment of a Canine Nurses Association, 
and requesting the assistance of the College in 
arranging for the examination of canine nurses 
by velerinary surgeons, and the granting of a 
certificate of competency for the purpose of 
registration in a Register of Canine Nurses. It 
was resolved to recommend: “ That the Council 
should appoint a Sub-Committee to examine the 
proposals for the establishment of a Canine 
Nurses Association, and to report.” 

Application of University College of Southamp- 
fon.—An_ application was received the 
University College of Southampton for the recog- 
nition of instruction at the University College 
in the subjects of Chemistry, Physics and Biology, 
to be accepted as entitling students to present 
themselves for the First Examination for the 
Membership Diploma. It was resolved: “ That 
the application be not acceded to.” 

PLACE OF ANIMAL MANAGEMENT IN EXAMINATION 
ScHEME: A proposal submitted by Colonel G. K 
Walker to amend the bye-laws to provide that 
the Examination in Animal Management might 
be taken at any time prior to the Final Exam- 
ination was submitted and considered. It was 
resolved: “ That the consideration of the matter 
be deferred for twelve months.” 

REFERRED StTupENTS: The following recom- 
mendation of the Academic Board of the Royal 
Veterinary College yas received con- 
sidered :—— 

“That a candidate referred in any one 
subject must attend a course of not less than 
ten weeks’ instruction in that subject before 
he is eligible for re-examination in that 
subject.” 

It was resolved: “ That in view of the recent 
amendment of Bye-law 77 the recommendation 
be not adopted, but that the Academic Board be 
informed that the authorities of the School are 
entitled, if they so desire, to insist on such a 
stipulation being complied with by referred 
candidates.” 

D.V.S.M. (MANCHESTER): A letter was received 
from the Ministry of Agriculture asking for an 
expression of opinion of the Council on an appli- 
cation submitted to the Ministry by the Univer- 
sity of Manchester for the recognition of the D.V.S.M. 
(Vict.) as exempting entrants to the Ministry’s 
service from Part I of the Examination for 
Veterinary Inspectors of the Department, equally 
with the holders of the D.V.S.M. of the Royal 
College of Veterinary Surgeons. It was resolwed 
to recommend: “ That the Council offer no 
objection to the proposal.”

A letter was 
received from this member stating that he no 
longer attended the kennels and that the adver- 
tisement had been discontinued. 

2551. Conviction on a charge of misappro- 
priation of Funds; imprisonment. This member 
attended voluntarily, and confirmed the informa- 
tion received that he had been convicted and 
had served his sentence. 

The Committee thereupon resolved, in accord- 
ance with Standing Orders: “ That it has been 
proved to their satisfaction that this member 
has been duly convicted of misappropriation of 
Funds and has served a term of imprisonment 
for nine months.”

LABORATORY METHODS IN GENERAL PRACTICE 


The President then called upon Mr. G. O. 
lbavies to give a demonstration on the above. 

Mr. G. O. Davies gave a clear, concise and 
practical demonstration of laboratory diagnos- 
tic methods which could be applied by veterin- 
ary practitioners. Particular stress was laid 
upon the preparation of material for micro- 
scopical examination. Tuberculosis in milk, 
Johne’s bacilli in feces, parasitic eggs and 
coccidia in fxeeces, and the staining method for 
anthrax, were the outstanding subjects dealt 
with by Mr. Davies. Mr. Davies illustrated 
his remarks by an actual demonstration of 
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each step in procedure in a detailed manner. 
With the aid of a laboratory assistant and a 
display of simple and improvised apparatus a 
demonstration ensued which was considered to 
be of great value. <A series of microscopical 
exhibits was available and they were keenly 
examined. An interesting feature of this demon- 
stration was the use of an electric bicycle lamp 
for illumination purposes, the light given being 
extraordinarily clear. 

A large number of questions was answered 
by Mr. Davies and a general discussion arose 
on many of the points dealt with during the 
demonstration. 

At the conclusion, Mr. A. J. WrRiGHT, in pro- 
posing a vote of thanks to Mr. Davies, stated 
that a demonstration of such methods was of 
inestimable benefit to modern veterinary prac- 
titioners since it incorporated many of the point: 
with which they in country practice had to 
contend in the course of their duties. He had 
very great pleasure in proposing a hearty vote 
of thanks for the obvious trouble the lecturer 
had taken. Mr. W. G. BURNDRED seconded the 
vote of thanks, which was carried with accla- 
mation. Mr, Davies replied very briefly. 


ACTINOTHERAPY AND X-RAY DIAGNOSIS 


The President then called upon Mr. 
MELLINFIELD, Messrs. Watson & Sons’ (Electro- 
Medical) Ltd., representative, to demonstrate 
a formidable array of apparatus used in 
actinotherapy and X-ray diagnosis. In the 
course of his remarks, special stress was laid 
upon the use, in veterinary practice, of such 
apparatus as the Suniec Kromayer Lamp, Model 
2 and the Suniec Junior Shock-proof X-ray unit, 
the Infra-red lamp, the Alpine Sun Lamps and 
Viewing Boxes. A practical demonstration of the 
X-ray unit was undertaken onasubject submitted 
by Mr. T. Wirtson of Nantwich. Plates were 
developed in the course of a few minutes and 
inspected by the meeting. Many questions were 
put to Messrs. Watson’s representative as to 
the price and use of the various apparatus 
exhibited. Considerable interest was shown by 
the meeting in this exhibition. 

Mr. H. R. HEwerson, in proposing a vote of 


thanks to Messrs. W. Watson & Sons (Electro- 


Medical) Ltd., stated that the use of such 
apparatus was inevitable in a well-run veterin- 
ary practice. Mr. C. F. SHawcross, of Altrin- 
cham, seconded this proposal and stated in his 
remarks that there was a scope for this type of 
work in general practice. 

The meeting then concluded. Members 
adjourned to the hotel lounge where the Presi- 
dent and Mrs. R. C. Locke entertained the 
members and visitors to tea. Mr. T. WILSON 
expressed appreciation of the hospitality shown 
by the President and Mrs. Locke in this respect.

Horse-Drawn Traffic on the Streets 


MINISTER’S TiIME-Limit HINT 

In the editorial columns of the present issue 
of The Veterinary Record, comment will be found 
on the Minister of Transport’s replies to the 
following questions on the subject of horse-drawn 
traffic, addressed to him in the House of 
Commons on Wednesday of last week:— 

Mr. JoHN RuTHERFORD asked the Minister of 
Transport whether he has considered the desira- 
biilty of the elimination of horse transport from 
the streets of large towns at as early a date as 
practicable? 

The MINISTER of TRANSPORT (Mr. Hore-Belisha): 
My hon. Friend will be interested to note the 
rapid pace at which horse-drawn vehicles are 
being withdrawn from the streets. The last 
census showed that at selected points in London 
the decline in the number of horse-drawn 
vehicles between 1924 and 1933 was from 210,276 
to 81,075, a reduction of 614 per cent. Another 
census will shortly be taken. In the meanwhile 
it is desirable, consistent with the avoidance 
of undue hardship, to accelerate the freeing of 
streets from horse-drawn vehicles, and to this 
end | am prepared to consider any proposals 
which may be put forward by the responsible 
authorities for their own areas. Further, my 
Department approaches on all suitable oppor- 
tunities the principal users of horse-drawn 
vehicles with the object of achieving the more 
rapid substitution of motor for horse-drawn 
vehicles in the Metropolis. 

Mr. RUTHERFORD: In view of the delay caused 
by horse-drawn traffic and the cruelty involved 
to the horses, would the right hon. Gentleman 
consider giving notice that after a period of, 
say three years or five years, no horse-drawn 
traffic would be allowed? 

Mr. am _ considering, with 
modifications, something on the lines of my hon. 
Friend’s suggestion. 

Mr. LoGAn: Is the right hon. Gentleman aware 
that horse-drawn traffic is the safest method of 
transport in our great cities and that there were 
no deaths attributed to it in Liverpool during 
the past year? P 

Mr. Hore-Betisna: My hon. Friend the Member 
for Edmonton (Mr. Rutherford) has referred to 
cruelty, but, in addition to that, there is the 
obstruction of the streets, sometimes for a con- 
siderable distance behind one _ horse-drawn 
vehicle. That, of course, has a considerable 
effect upon the business and convenience of the 
rest of the community. 

Mr. MAcQuISTEN: Will the right hon. Gentle- 
man take a vote of the horses as the Minister 
of Agriculture has taken a vote of the cows? 

Mr. HALu-CarneE asked the Minister of Transport 
whether with a view to encouraging the use of 
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pneumatic tyres on horse-drawn vehicles, he will 
consider a reduction in the cost of the local 
taxation licences for such vehicles using such 
tyres? 

Mr. Hore-Betisua: The only horse-drawn 
vehicles chargeable with licence duty are private 
carriages and hackneys, and horse-drawn com- 
mercial vehicles, which my hon. Friend pre- 
sumably has in mind, are not subject to tax, 


Mr. GARDNER later asked the Minister of Trans- 
port whether, when framing the policy recently 
announced of discouraging and eliminating, as 
far as possible, horse-drawn traffic from large 
towns at an early date, he has had due regard 
not only to the factor of greater speed and con- 
venience for motor transport but also to the 
possible effect of such a policy on agriculture 
and the need of maintaining horses for other 
national services including in an emergency, as 
in 1918, a possible source of food supply? 

Captain Hupson: Certainly, Sir. 


The following ‘additional questions and answers 
have been recorded in the House of Commons 


recently :— 
SERVICE PENSIONS 


Mr. N. MacLean asked the Financial Secretary 
to the Treasury, whether, in connection with 
the consolidation of the pay and war bonus of 
the Civil Service generally from July Ist, any 
improvement will take place in pensions pre- 
viously assessed. 

Mr. Cooper: Civil Service cost of living bonus 
was consolidated with pay as from July Ist, 
1934, subject to temporary abatement which 
ceased on July 1st, 1935. Pensions of Civil 
Servants in receipt of consolidated pay have as 
from the earlier date been calculated upon the 
full consolidated pay, except in so far as they 
fall to be calculated on an average of pay 
received earlier. As from July Ist, 1934, the 
yensions of persons in receipt of Civil Service 
onus on the sliding scale related to the cost 
of living who retired between February 2\Ist, 
1922, and August 31st, 1931, were increased from 
a rate appropriate to a cost of living figure 
of 50 to a rate appropriate to a cost of living 
figure of 55. Section 12 of the Superannuation 
Act, 1935, provides for a corresponding increase 
of pension in the case of similar officers who 
retired between September 1st, 1931, and June 
30th, 1934. It also provides that superannuation 
awards to similar officers retiring on or after 


July 1st, 1934, which have been calculated upor 


their average pay for the last three years, in- 
cluding bonus at a rate appropriate to a cost 
of living figure of 50 for the period prior to 
July ist, 1934, shall be re-assessed as if such 
bonus had been paid at a rate appropriate to 
a cost of living figure of 55. Directions have 
been given for the reassessment of such awards 
accordingly as from July 1st, 1934, or the date 
of retirement, whichever is later.

The Annual Congress of the National Veter- 
inary Medical Association of Great Britain and 
Ireland opened at Belfast on Monday, July 29th. 

At the time of writing, just over half-way 
through the week, the occasion can be voted 
a great success. The weather has been glorious, 
the hospitality wonderful and the company, 
both scientifically and socially, has been all 
that could be desired. : 

The charms of Belfast have drawn a great 
gathering and the congressistes have been 
kept very busy. The North of Ireland Division 
of the Association were “ at home” on Sunday, 
the guests being received by Mr. McCrea (the 
President) and Mrs. McCrea. 

The Congress was officially opened on Monday 
by the Lord Mayor of Belfast, Sir Crawford 
McCullagh, Bart., distinguished company 
being present to support Professor Craig, in- 
eluding Dr. Ogilvie, the Vice-Chancellor of 
Queen's University, and Dr. Scott Robertson, 
Secretary to the Ministry of Agriculture, 
Northern Ireland. 

The Provisional Committee had arranged 
everything perfectly and the Conference has 
run without a hitch: with the work in the able 
hands of Mr. Magowan, the Local Hon. Secre- 
tary, success was assured.

Laboratory demonstrations have been 
given by Mr. Kerr and others, an exhibit 
being arranged showing agglutination testing, 
the technique of searching for worm eggs in 
the diagnosis of parasitism, hzemoglobin deter- 
mination and numerous specimens illustrating 
important diseases. 

The social side has been a veritable triumph 
for those responsible. The Lord Mayor of 
Belfast entertained the members of the Con- 
gress to a dance at the City Hall on Monday: 
a good start, for the splendour of this beautiful 
structure provided an admirable setting that 
will not easily be forgotten.

R.C.V.S. OBITUARY 


Dickie, Robert, Burnbank Place, Yoker, Clyde- 
bank, Glasgow. Graduated Glasgow, December 
15th, 1906; died July 28th, 1935, aged 56 years.

Mr. Hood, we are very much _ distressed to 
record, died of rabies. He left Tanganyika on 
leave on January 14th last. He had, so he 
admitted to his doctor, been bitten on four or 
five occasions by dogs while in Tanganyika, but 
did not suspect that any of the dogs were rabid. 
During his short illness, which only lasted from 
Saturday, July 20th, to Tuesday morning, July

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“A NEW TYPE OF WOUND INFECTION ” 

Under the above heading The British Medical 
Journal draws attention to a characteristic and 
apparently hitherto undescribed type of infection 
of operation wounds of the abdominal wall 
reported by Meleney (Ann. of Surg., 1935, ci, 
997) in which “the skin margins become under- 
mined with liquefaction of the subculaneous fat 
and connective tissue. There is no gangrene of 
the skin, but the edges roll in. The undermining 
progresses and the skin opening widens, exposing 
a base of gelatinous, pale granulation tissue, In 
one or more places, in the neighbourhood of 
the lesion, the skin may take on a dull red 
or bluish appearance. It is then found that the 
undermining has extended beneath this area und 
the skin has become thinned out as if it were 
being liquefied from beneath. After a number 
of weeks a small opening appears in this thin 
area. The secondary opening then enlarges and 
the margin may extend until it fuses with the 
original ulcer.” 

The micro-organism consistently found was a 
hemolytic streptococcus—a finding which, 
because of this micro-organism’s dislike for 
oxygen, led the author to attempt the cure of 
the condition with an oxydising disinfectant, 
zine oxide being chosen because it “ would yield 
oxygen slowly over a period of days and then 
leave e the bland zine oxide.” The treatment was 
strikingly successful and has been applied with 
equally. ‘good results, to several cases of gas 
gangrene and of deep sepsis due to Vincent’s 
organisms. 

“There are several gaps in this story,” com- 
ments the British Medical Journal, “ The 
characters of the streptococcus require much 
further definition than they are given, and a 
suggestion that it undergoes a mutation under 
the influence of zine oxide is most uncon- 
vincing. . It is so difficult, to believe that 
the slow liberation of oxygen in a wound can 
have any considerable bactericidal effect that
